Chickenpox Usually Mild Disease

Chickenpox is a mild disease
that almost everyone gets at
one time or another, Probably
the chief danger from the in.
fection is due to its very mild-
ness, which somehow inclines
adults to regard chickenpox
too lightly, whether it occurs
to themselves or their children,

Children are normally ‘ex-
pected to contract chickenpox
before or during school days,
and there is ordinarily no rea.
son for keeping & healthy
child away from possible
sources of infection — very
young or weak children should
he protected against exposure
to all infectious diseases. In
any case, a physiclan should
always be called in for a diag-

most mild,
Close Study Needed
For one thing, to the inex-
perienced or' non-professional
obgerver the rash of chicken-
pox resembles that of small-
pox, and the experience of a

possibility of smallpox should
be kept in mind, especially by
those persons who have not
been vaccinated since infancy.
Prompt medical care also be-
comes of the utmost impor-
tance if a kidney infection,
encephalitis, or a secondary
pneumonia should occur.

The rash is usually quite ir
ritating, and youngsters have
a tendency to scratch the blis-
ters and scabs. Efforts should
be made to discourage such
scratching, for permanent
scars often result if the lesion
becomes infected.

Very Contaglous

Chickenpox is very con-
tagious, being spread from one
person to another by secre-
tions from the patient’s nose
and mouth, or by handling
articles contaminated either
with the secretions or material
from the skin blisters.

- In some cases, the individual
coming down with chickenpox
has a slight fever, headache,
and loss of appetite for a day
or two before the rash devel:
ops; in another person, rash
may be the first symptom. The
